The group includes, besides 
Ishibashi himself, Takeo Miki, 
chairman of the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party’s Policy Board, 
Labor Minister Hirohide Ishida 
and Hayato Ikeda. When Ishi- 
bashi was the Prime Minister 
they were secretary general of 
the party, chief cabinet secre- 
tary and Finance Minister, res- 
pectively. 

The gathering is to be made 
“for old time’s sake,” and has 
no political significance, they 
said. 

They emphatically denied that 
the meeting was intended for 
reorganization of the three main 
components of the former Ishi- 
bashi Cabinet, namely, the Ike- 
da faction, the main current 
faction of the former Progres- 
sive Party led by Kenzo Matsu- 
mura and Takeo Miki, and the 
Ishibashi faction. 


However, some interpret the 
meeting as the first step toward 
enlisting cooperation from the 
“antimain-current” faction of 
the Kishi Administration. 


Preparations are being made 
by Ishibashi’s followers includ- 
ing Tomejiro Okubo for a 


“political comeback” of their 
leader. 
Another party is planned 


Wednesday by the same group 
with new participants, includ- 
ing Matsumura, Shuji Masutani, 
Okubo and Joji Hayashi. 

The Ishibashi group believes 
that Kishi should make more

PARIS (AP)—A French

“reached into its same old bag 
of tricks” to turn down the 
West’s proposals, made at the 
Paris summit meeting, for a 
new approach to nuciear dis- 
armament.

Bonn Disappointed 


BONN (Kyodo-UP) — West 
German officials Saturday ex- 
pressed disappointment over 
Soviet leader Nikita Khrush- 
chev’s call for a new East-West 
summit meeting. 


A Goyernment spokesman 
termed the proposal vague and 
unsatisfactory. He said Khrush- 
chev had not indicated who 
should attend such a conference 
or what problems would be dis- 
cussed. ; 


The Soviets are trying to take 
advantage of peoples’ natural 
fear of war by creating these 
images of hope which disappear 
Into nothing, he said. 


‘Sort of Step Forward’ 


PARIS (INS)—NATO officials 
said Saturday Soviet proposals 
for new East-West disarmament 
talks “seem sort of a step for- 
ward” but still fall short of the 
minimum Western requirement 
for security. 


A spokesman noted: “The 
first thing that struck me was 
there was no mention of any 
form of control over cessation 
of nuclear tests or production. 
That, of course, is the first thing 
the West insists upon. 


“The West also insists upon 
inspection control and reduction 
of conventional forces and there 
is no hint the Soviets are yet 
ready to accept that.” 

Taking the Soviet proposals 
point by point the NATO 
spokesman said “I don’t think 
there will be any enthusiasm 
for a pact between NATO and 
the Soviets’ Warsaw Pact, par- 
ticularly in Germany because it 
would crystallize the division of 
Germany.” 

The first reaction was that the 
NATO summit meeting which 
ended Thursday is having an 
effect on the Russians, 

One American official said 
Khrushchey and Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Gromyko, in. their 
speeches, were still trying to

Soviet Ruling 
Body Passes 
7-Point Plea 


MOSCOW —(Kyodo-Reuter) — 
The Supreme Soviet, Russia's 
Parliament, Saturday made a 
seven-point “peace plea” to the 
West, calling for a ban On ato 
mic weapons and a non-aggres- 
sion pact between NATO and 
Warsaw Pact countries. 

Both houses of the Supreme 
Soviet wound up their current 
session by adopting a resolution 
which said: 


1. The Soviet Union, the 


| United States and Great Britain 


should stop the manufacture of 
atomic and hydrogen weapons. 

2. The same three govern- 
ments should agree to halt all 
atomic and hydrogen tests from 
Jan. 1, 1958, 

3. The three governments 
should agree not to station ato- 
mic and hydrogen weapons on 
the territory of East and West 
Germany. They should accept 
the Polish, Czech and East Ger- 
man proposal for a zone free of 
nuclear weapons. 


4. The three atomic powers 
should work toward a signifi- 
cant reduction in the number of 
their military personnel. 


5. A  monaggression pact 
should be signed between War- 
saw Pact and NATO countries. 

6. Agreement must be reach- 
ed that no measures be taken 
against the independence. of 
Middle East countries. 


The use of force in the Middle 
East should be renounced. 

7 An end should be put to 
war propaganda. Trade and cul- 
tural exchanges should be in- 
itiated and developed.

NATO Bid Killed 
in Bitter Speeches 
by Boss, Gromyko 


MOSCOW (Kyodo-UP)— ~ 
Nikita Khrushchey “and 
Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko Saturday rejected 
the NATO call for a for- 
eign ministers conference 
and said world problems 
could only be solved with 
an East-West “summit” 
conference with: President 


Dwight D. Eisenhower, 


The call for a top-level con- 
ference came from Khrushehev, 
the leader of the Communist 
Party, who said such a meeting 
could solve all outstanding prob- 
lems including disarmament in 
this age of missiles and sputniks., 

Gromyko spoke first at a joint 
session of the Supreme Soviet 
(Parliament). In a 40-minute 
speech he accused the West— 
especially Britain, France, the 
United States and Canada-—of 
hampering disarmament _ by 
linking it with such “extrane- 
ous subjects as Germany.” 


Gromyko said the Western 
nations, which with Russia 
formed a five-nation United Na- 
tions disarmament subcommit- 
tee, continued the arms. race 
while finding “new obstacles” to 
disarmament all along the line. 

Gromyko said the West must 
keep disarmament from becom- 
ing the sybject of international 
bargaining and said the sput- 
niks had “improved the interna- 
tional political climate.” 

Gromyko “a. special 
United Nations session or a dis- 
armament conference” be held 
on the problem instead of leav- 
ing it to a disarmament subcom- 
mittee, 

He said the NATO proposal of 
talks between the ministers of 
five powers could not satisfy 
Russia or be accepted. He add- 
ed that the disarmament issue 
should not remain stalemated, 

He spoke of the just-ended 
NATO session in Paris and said 
Denmark, Norway and France 
urged action on the peace pro- 
posals put forward by Soviet 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin and 
declared that Denmark and Nor- 
way do not want American mis- 
Sile bases, 

The arming of West Germany 
with missiles would be a “dan- 
ger to Europe,” Gromyko said. 

Gromyko’s bluntly worded 
speech appeared to be an out- 
right rejection of the NATO 
conference's invitation to Rus- 
sia to resume disarmament talks 
at the United Nations, or to dis- 
cuss arms in a foreign ministers 
conference, 

“It would not be hard to guess 
what would happen it we sat 
down for talks under-eonditions 
that can bring no solution..n 
disarmament,” the Foreign Min- 
ister said, , 

Gromyko repeated all the pro- 
posals made in the letters to the 
NATO heads of government by 
the Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin and emphasized the 
Polish suggestion for a nuclear. — 
free zone in Central Europe. 

Khrushchey then mounted the 
rostrum in the old. czarist 
throne room of the grand palace 
of the Kremlin and endorsed 
Gromyko’s speech, 

Khrushchev said Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles and 
West German Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer said at Geneva 
there was supposed to have been 
an agreement on German reuni- 
fication but that the Soviet 
Union did not fulfilbdt, 

“This does not correspond,.to 
the facts,” Khrush@hev said.

MOSCOW (AP)—Communist 
Party boss Nikita Khrushchev 
again challenged the West 
Saturday to sign a no-war 
agreement with the Soviet 
Union and decide the tuture 
“on a basis of which of the 


two systems gives its people 
the best lives.’ 


Khrushchev told the Russian 
Parliament, “we have proposed 
a meeting of the heads of gov-

Speaking hoarsely and with 
considerable emotion, Khrush- 


‘chev asserted: 


“We tell the United States to 
abandon its policy of positions 
of strength. Let us solve our 
problems by peaceful means on 
a basis of equality, Let us out- 


law war. Let us recognize the 


status quo—that is, the situa- 
tion existing in the world today 
-with the existence of socialist 
and capitalist systems. Let us 
not interfere in each other’s 


affairs. 


“We must decide our prob- 


but by 


lems, not by war, 


peaceful means—the future to 
be decided not by war or 


rockets or hydrogen bombs, but 
on a basis of which of the 
two systems gives its people 
the best life.” 

Khrushchev said that if an 
agreement can be achieved- be- 
tween the United States’ and 
the Soviet Union without pre 
judice to the interests of other 
countries, “good results for 
peace will be achieved.” 

The Communist leader gave 
this two-point formula for 
reaching such an agreement: 

“Firstly, we must abstain 
from discussing problems con- 
cerning ideological differences 
between our.two systems, We 


must leave the solution of these 
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| problems to the peoples them- 
selves. 


“Secondly, we must recognize 
the status quo. If the Western 
states recognize this, it will be 
easy to come closer together 
and solve our problems.” 

Khrushchev said, “We con- 
sider the Soviet system the 
highest form of society for the 
good of the individual.” 

He attacked Western generals 
“who pound out war propaganda 
hour by hour and threaten to 
wipe the Soviet Union off the 
face of the earth.” 

“Would one call it a realistic 
policy which forces the will of 
one group of nations on the 
rest?” he asked. “Is it neces- 
sary to take into account the 
interests of all members?” 

Khrushchey praised the judg- 
ment of Norway and Denmark 
for their refusal to permit the 
establishment of missile bases, 
and added: “We are astonished 
to learn that Turkey and Italy 
will accept missiles and per- 
mit bases. Considering Italy’s 
geographic position it is clear 
she cannot even use them with- 
out violating the sovereignty of 
her neighbors. It is well known 
that the flight of a missile is 
a straight line and that these 
bases are directed against the 
Soviet Union and other peace- 
loving states. 

“Therefore if Italy uses the 
missiles she would violate the 
sovereignty of Austria and 
Yugoslavia,” 

Referring to Turkey, Khrush- 
chev said the establishment of 
there “would be 
a catastrophe for the popula- 
tion. The missiles could ex- 
plode in their hands.” 
Khrushchev then cited several 
sentences from the Paris NATO 
communique, 

On the passage which said the 
Western nations would never 
attack the Soviet Union unléss 
it attacked first, Khrushchey 
said, “This is not badly put.” 

He said the Soviet Union 
agreed with the NATO sugges- 
tion to examine all proposals 
leading to the relaxation of ten- 
sion, adding, “Why can’t NATO 
and the Warsaw Pact countries 
agree on such questions?” 

He complained however, that 
along with these passages in the 
NATO communique “there are 
many statements which have 
nothing to do with peace.” 

The Communist leader attack- 
ed repeatedly the Western posi- 
tions on disarmament and the 
German problem. 

He cited former U.S. Ambas- 
sador George Kennan, William 
Randolph Hearst Jr., and Cana- 
dian Foreign Minister Sydney 
Smith as examples of what he 
called “rising voices in the 
West supporting the Soviet 
policies of peaceful coexistence.” 

“The imperialists talk a lot 
about solving the German prob- 
lem,” Khrushchey' continued, 
“but how do they propose to 
go about it? They want to join 
the two Germanys by including 
East Germany in West Ger- 
many, thus eliminating East 
Germany and_ incorporating 
them both in the aggressive 
NATO bloc. They want us to 
support German militarism and 
revanchism. Such a policy has 
never been successful and will 
be much less so now.” 

Speaking of the Soviet Union’s 
relations with Yugoslav, 
Khrushchev said the Yugos 
signature on the Communist 
peace manifesto of late Novem- 
ber represents “a new step in 
the reapproachment between 
Yugoslavia and the other social- 
ist states.” 

He acknowledged that Yugo- 
slavia’s refusal to sign the party 
declaration on communism 
“shows there are differences be- 
tween the league of Communists 
Of Yugoslavia and all the other

They identified the arrested 
man only as Dr. Hans M., 40, 
from Essen in West Germany. 

Police headquarters said the 
scientist was originally picked 
up here on a fraud charge. 


Official silence on the arrest, 
made three weeks ago, was 
broken only after B.Z., West 
Berlin’s leading tabloid, publish- 
ed the story. 


B.Z. said the physicist was 
arrested by the police at the re- 
guest of a West German dealer 
when Dr. M. failed to pay for 
a car. | 

Inside the car, police officers 
found a portfolio bulging with 
atomic research data, B.Z. said. 
It added that the scientist ad- 
mitted in a resulting interroga- 
tion he had crossed over to East 
Berlin and had contacted East 
German Government officials. 

He denied accusations that he 
was trying to turn over his data 
to the Soviets, B.Z. said.» The

KOBE—Thirty-five ragpickers 
living in the Shinkawa slum 
district here call a French 
Catholic missionary their “pil- 
lar of life.” 


Father Robert Vallade lives 
with the ragpickers in a house 
he’s given them and shares their 
simple food. When not in 
church to minister to the 
Spiritual needs of the people, he 
puts on working clothes and 
helps to collect and sort rags. 
You often see him pulling a 
loaded handcart on the streets. 

Father Vallade arrived from 
Paris in 1950 and began his mis- 
sionary work at. Mukonoso, a 
suburb of the industrial city of 
Amagasaki. While engaged in 
his work, he noticed with in- 
creasing surprise the huge num-

ber of vagrants in Japanese oe 


cities, 


Impelled by an urge to ex- s 


tend a helping hand to them, he 
moved to a rented room (about 


6 x 9 ft.) in a shanty house at DS 


Masago-dori i-chome, Fukial 
Ward—a section of the Shin- 
kawa slum district. There he 
lived as a ragpicker and helped 
materially and spiritually, the 
poor around him. 


But soon he was disillusioned. 
Charity gave them only short- 
lived happiness and often had 
the effect of sapp their will- 
Ingness to work, e realized 
keenly the difficulty of helping 
the poor. 

An idea struck him. He 
recruited vagrants, gaye them 
a home, let them. work as 
ragpickers, pool their collec. 
tions and sell them directly 
to a wholesaler (instead .of 
through a middleman) and 
Jet them live a group life on 
the money they earned, Bven- 
tually he would expand the 
home to admit all vagrants in 
Kyoto, Osaka and Kobe. 


In June last year, with the

financial aid of the French mis- 
sion board, he bought a 
plot of hand, 4,700 sq. ft. wide, 
near his home, There he built a 
hut to begin with. He. was 
assisted by Eiji Yoshida, ieader 
of Ari no Kai (Circle of Ants), 
of Tokyo, and his family in 
building the hut, ’ 

In November a twectory 
wooden house was completed 
with the labor voluntarily of- 
fered by neighborhood vagrants. 
The first floor was made up of 
a. communal bathroom, a 
kitchen and a storeroom for 
rags. The-»second floor consis- 
ed of 10 rooms about 6 x 9 ft. 
each. 

Father Vallade, Yoshida and 
their followers then began the 
arduous work of recruiting vag- 
rants. for the Vallade home. 


agpickers 


: | the homeless taking shelter in 


the cold under the city’s railway 
viaducts and tried to. convince 
them they could have a roof 
over their heads and live a bet- 
ter life if they came into the 
Vallade fold. 

They wouldn't listen. “It's 
too good to be true,” they'd say 
and run away. Eventually 18 
vagrants were recruited. - The 
Vallade home was christened 
Gyoko Kai _ (literally Dawn 
Light Circle and symbolically 
The Sea of Hope), 

In one year, the membership 


§ | of the Dawn Light Circle swelled 


to 36 and 27 handcarts and an 
auto-tricycle were purchased. 
They live happily together, with 
their daily’ ragpicking now 
averaging 3,320 Ibs. daily, which 
means daily earnings of ¥300 to 
¥400 for each member. Their 
savings have increased consid- 
erably. 

The members with wanderlust 
ran away from their new home 
after two or three weeks and 
went back to their old “homes” 


‘|—railway viaducts—but they all 


came back. The rate of de- 
Sertion-and-return has been 
small—30 per cent a year as 
compared with 90 per cent for 
the Circle of Ants in Tokyo. 

The life of abject poverty 
which Father Vallade chose 
made him ill for a.time, but. by 
faith and conviction he over- 
came his illness. 

Upon his recovery, he plan- 
ned a similar home in Osaka. 
It was completed in the. city’s 
Tsumori-cho slum district. It 
consists of three one-story build. 
ings—a dwelling house (com- 
plete with a kitchen and a din- 
ing room), a storehouse and a 
henhouse.

Our holiday season opens 
with the remembering = of 
friends with greeting cards; is 
highlighted with the Christmas 
family dinner and ends with a 
round of New Year's Eve cele-

on the second, 

But not so here in Topsy- 
Turvyland. A succession of 
yearend “bonen-kai” parties 
ushers in the season; istmas 
without our traditional religious 
background is celebrated at big 
parties with nightclubs going aii 
out. New Year's Day is spent 
visiting shrines, sending and re- 
ceiving greeting cards, feasting 
and visiting friends... and 
this stretches on for days. 

And in this season the “nenga- 
jo"—New Year greeting cards— 
play a big role. In the old days, 
people spent New Year's Day 
writing their cards; but the 
custom now has become to post 
them in time for delivery on the 
first.

For this season, the 
Postal Ministry prints ¥4 post- 
cards as well as special cards 
which are numbered for a 
grand lottery and sell for ¥5. 
One yen of this five is. set 
aside for social welfare work 
benefitting numerous groups as 
the Red Cross and the Salvation 
Army. So by using these cards 
you're helping society and pos- 
sibly your friends for they 
might win prizes to be announce , 
ed in mid-January. 

Most people wrote their greet 
ings in their best calligraphy; 
but today it’s becoming more 
popular to show off your artistic 
skill, We've all fiddied around 
with linoleum cuts in school art 
classes and Japan's a wonderful 
place to put that skill to worl:. 
It’s so inexpensive nere to ex 
periment and there’s such a 
quantity of excellent paper and 
cards. At almost all neighbor. 
hood stationery shops you'll find 
linoleum blocks for ¥10 and 
less. If you prefer wood, there 
are wood blocks for postcard 
size at ¥10. 

Did you know you can make 
simple cuts with the common 
potato... . just slice in half, 
carve what you like; apply 
paint and ‘make imprint.

|U.S. Talks With Japan Sought 


On Conserving Alaska Salmon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 
Thor Tollefson (R-Wash.) said 
Friday he will ask Congress to 
direct the State Department to 
open negotiations with Japan 
looking toward conservation of 
Alaska salmon. 

“Something must be done— 
and done soon—to save our 
Alaska salmon,” the ranking 
Republican of the House Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee declared, 

Tollefson said he has prepar- 
ed a resolution, requiring only 
House approval, to direct the 
opening of such negotiations, It 
will be introduced at the start 
of the session next month. 

Although strict conservation 
regulations are in effect to re- 
gulate the catch of Alaska- 
spawned salmon by U5. fisher- 
men, they do not apply to Japa- 
nese fishermen outside the 3 
mile limit, 

“So far as our laws are con- 
cerned,” Tollefson said, “the 
Japanese—but not our fisher- 
men—can take all the salmon 
they want in the high seas. This 
they are doing and, unless they 
can be induced to desist, they 
will destroy the Alaska salmon 
fishery which has .contributed 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
to our economy.” 

Tollefson said he would push 
his proposal for negotiations in 
the belief that action by’ the 
North Pacific Fisheries Commis- 
sion would ‘be too slow t be 
of help, 

Under ‘the North Pacific Fish- 
eries Treaty, Japan agreed to 
abstain from catching Alaska- 
spawned salmon, 

Tollefson said that although 
evidence presented a _ recent 


commission meeting. “proved 
conclusively that the Japanese 
were catching immature Alaska

MITI Advises Cut 
In Paper Production 


The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry advised the 
nation’s paper manufacturers 
yesterday to cut down January- 
March production by 25 per cent 
for high quality paper and 13 
per cent for kraft paper. 


The action constituted part of 
a series of measures to cope 
with the latest deterioration of 
the paper and pulp market. 
MITI had already recommended 
a 25-per-cent production cut for 
the January-March period to 
paper pulp makers.

So far, however, the competi- 
tion has not become as keen 
as it might in the future. This, 
the departrnent said, is because 
more goods move from Latin 
America to Japan than are 
sent from Japan to Latin 
America. 

“But the Japanese exports 
that finance this trade are 
growing,” it added, 

The rise in trade has been 
particularly sharp since 1950, 
when Latin America accounted 
for 7 per cent of Japan's 
infports and 5 per cent of its 
exports. In 1954, the department 
added, Latin America accounted 
for 15 per cent of Japan's 
imports and 12 per cent of its 
exports. 

“Latin America sends raw 
materials for Japan’s expanding 
industry, and Japan in turn 
ships to Latin America trucks, 
buses, machinery and other 
heavy goods, as well as some 
fish,” the department said. 


“The principal trade item is 
cotton—the bulk of it exported 
from Mexico and Brazil with 
increasing amounts from the 
Central American republics— 
followed by sugar and wool. 
Cuba, Brazil and Peru supply 
sugar; Argentina and Uruguay, 
wool, Argentina also sells wheat, 
quebracho extract, and in some 
years, corn, 

“Japan has become the first 
market for Latin America’s cot- 
ton. In 1955-56 it received more 
than a third of Mexico’s total 
cotton exports—600,000 bales— 
and more than a fifth of Brazil’s 
181,000 bales. Japan is also the 
principal outlet for Brazil’s 
brown sugar and soybeans. 

“The growing strength of this 
two-way trade movement is a 
challenge to U.S. farmers and 
exporters.” Refore the war, the 
United States supplied 15 per 
cent of Japan’s principal farm 
imports, but this rose sharply 
after the war, declined, but was 
still at 26.8 per cent in 1956, 
the department said. “Latin 
America, however, furnished 
only just over 2 per cent of 
Japan’s competitive farm im- 
ports before the war.

The department said “there is 
little likelihood that Japan can 
enlarge its farm output much 
above current levels.

With population 
growing at about a million a 
year, we can expect that agricul- 
tural imports will continue to 
increase.

Mitsui Line 
To Have Huge 
N.Y. Terminal 


NEW YORK (AP)—The Japa- 
nese steamship company, Mitsui, 
will have a mammoth $10,600,- 
000 four-berth terminal in New 
York, it was announced Friday.

Japan Firms Named

The Americans were charged 
with importing a rare type of 
siik from Communist China 
through the port of Philadel- 
phia. 

Assistant US. Attorney 
Joseph L. McGlynn identified 
the three men as Sylvan 
Leipheimer, Charles M. Cann- 
Statt, president of Canstatt 
Trading Co., and George Cohen 
of New York, president of 
George Cohen Textile Fibers, 
ne. 

McGlynn said the defendants 
snc the two New York firms im- 
ported tussah silk through 
Philadelphia customs. The com- 
modity was described as the pro- 
duct of a worm, native to Mon- 
golia, and is used in the manu- 
facture of men's suits. Beetause 
its only source is the Chinese 
mainland, McGlynn said, it has 
been scarce in recent years. 

MeGlynn said Canstatt is the 
American agent for Nakajima 
Shokai, Ltd., of Yokohama and 
that Cohen is agent for Asahi, 
-Ltd., of Kobe. Both Japanese 
firms were named conspirators 
in the presentment but were not 
indicted.

offering Moscow a foreign ministers’ meeting on disarma- 
‘ment and formally accepted the American President’s offer 
of ballistic missiles and nuclear warheads. ~ 

““[The upshot of the conference is embodied in a com- 
munique which is preceded by a “declaration of principles” 
Stating that the decisions have been taken to “promote 
greater unity, greater strength and greater security not 
‘only for our own nations but also, we“believe, for the 


world at large.” 


The communique itself is remarkably frank as to the 
--@auses of the present world situation and puts forward in 
seriatim form the specific problems that call for solution, 


such as German reunification, 


the stabilization of the Middie 


East, the future of the African continent, and disarmament. 
It is explained that it has been decided to establish 
stocks of nuclear warheads, which will be readily available 
for the defense of the alliance in case of need, and that 
intermediate range ballistic missiles will have to be put at 
the disposal of the Supreme Allied Commander in Europe. 
~ The deployment of these stocks and missiles and arrange- 
tents for their use will be decided in conformity with 
NATO defense plans and in agreement with the countries 
directly concerned. The NATO military authorities have 
peen requested to submit to the Council of the Organization 
at an early date their recommendations on the introduction 


of these weapons in the common defense. 


The Council 


in permanent session will consider the various questions 
involved. There are to be further measures within NATO 
to promote coordination of research, development and 
manufacture of modern weapons including intermediate 


range ballistic missiles, 


The plan for establishing missile bases in various 
._European countries seems to have been accepted with a 
good deal of reluctance in a number of them, and there is 


widespread misgiving as to the consequences. 


But it soon 


‘became evident during the talks that in the main there 
“was no other choice unless Western Europe was to live 
iinder a continual Soviet threat which would sooner or 
later virtually rob them of the power to make independent 


‘decisions. |. | 
The offer to supply the 


Sidewinder missile to this coun- 


try has caused some perturbation here. Japan is not, of 
course, a member of NATO or any other international 
defensive organization. But she is bound by the provisions 
of the security pact with the United States signed at San 
Francisco on September 8, 1951, and the various arrange- 


ments made in accordance with that instrument. 


Indeed, 


without this pact she would be virtually defenseless against 
any large-scale aggression, and it is difficult to believe that 
she would escape molestation in any armed conflict, should 
such occur, between the Communist bloc and other nations.

Afro-Asian Solidarity Conference 


The decision of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party not to a'low 
party members to attend the 
Afro-Asian Solidarity Confer- 
ence at Cairo as official repre- 
sentatives of the LDP is, 1 be- 
eve, a well-taken one. The 
issue concerned is an important 
but often little recognized one: 
that. is, when an individual 
acting in an essentially private 
capacity allows the impression 
to be created that he is repre- 
senting a group, institution or 
political party to which he be 
longs, when in fact he has no 
such sanction, thereby doing a 
disservice to that organization 
and to the public which sup- 
ports or respects it. For when 
he speaks or acts, his words or 
actions are interpreted not as 
those of an individual but an 
institution and he thereby gains 
prestige and influence he might 
not otherwise have on his own 
merit alone. 

The danger is a real and 
pervasive one for what may 
result in the long run may be 
antithetical to the best interests 
of the institution and the gen- 
eral public alike. It is an indica- 
tion of the growing maturity of 
the Liberal-Democratic Party and 
the persons involved that they 
have recognized this and saw 
fit to make participation in the 
Afro-Asian Solidarity. Confer- 
ence solely on a personal basis a 
matter of public record.

From then on, the motivat- 
ing force behind the holding 
of a conference such as the one 
to be held in Cairo has been 
the USSR and Communist 
China. Their original objective 
Was to being about a second 
Afro-Asian conference of gov- 
ernments, similar to that held 
in Bandung, Indonesia. Their 
purpose, of course, 
foster an illusion that a com- 
munity of interests and objec- 
tives bound the Communist na- 
tions with those uncommitted 
nations of Asia. 

There have been several at- 
tempts to append the title of 
a “second Bandung conference” 
to the forthcoming gathering 
in order to capitalize on the 
great prestige generated by the 
original. Any idea that this is 
in any way a projection of the 
Bandung Conference has been 
Clearly dispelled by the Gov- 
ernments of India and Indo 
nesia, who specifically disas- 
sociated the present meeting 
from Bandung and would not 
send official delegates, 

Subject to Question 

The reasons behind their 
actions involved such matters 
as the thorny question of the 
propriety of Soviet participa- 
tion, satisfaction with the 
cooperative efforts and. con- 
sultative opportunities avail- 
able within the framework of 
the United Nations and con- 
cern that the gathering will be 
exploited primarily as a forum 
for extremist Arab nationalism.

The very title of the confer 
ence is subject to question, 
because it can mean all things 
to all men. What is the basis 
for Afro-Asian solidarity? Cer- 
tainly not contiguous geogra- 
phical boundaries nor com- 
mon cultural and political 
heritage. If there is any com- 
mon binding force, it is that 
they are all striving for a bet- 
ter life. But if this is the 
purpose, then the conference 
might as well be universal. 

But in the use of the word 
“solidarity,”+ there is something 
militant and exclusive which I 
believe should be discouraged. 
It suggests an attempt to set 
up another bloc among s0 
many already existent, an at- 
tempt to maintain the anta- 
gonisms of the world by con- 
-centration on Ahe_ divisive 
aspects rather than the cohe- 
sive ones. 

Final Analysis 

While I have have no brief 
against the conference _ itself, 
I do hope that it will not be 
used as a forum either for 
.Arab nationalism or Communist 

ropaganda campaigns. There 
is little to be gained from the 
point of international peace 
from adding any more vitriol 
to already sensitive issues and 
the conference agenda certainly 
suggests that this will be the 
case. Only two of the eight 
items of the agenda of the 
conference relate to Afro 
Asian solidarity; the rest deal 


with such subjects as the 
“anti-imperialist” struggle, the 
Algerian “war” and the ban- 


ning of nuclear tests. 

In the final analysis, though, 
it will be up to the delegates, 
including those from Japan, to 
insure that the conference is 
not used for personal aggran- 
dizement of certain countries. 
There are 43 persons going to 
the conference from Japan alone 
representing different  poli- 
tical and social strata, includ- 
ing four Liberal-Democrats. 

For whatever reasons they 
are going, they must recognize 
that they have a heavy respon- 
sibility both in Cairo and upon 
their return. They will not 
have discharged this responsi- 
bility if they allow the confer- 
ence to be used as a nationalist, 
Communist or racist propaganda 
sounding board, nor if, upon 
their return, they use their 
prestige, influence or positions 
which in the long run are inimi- 
cal to international peace.

WASHINGTON — The biggest 
backstage story in Washington 
today is the struggle for power 
between Vice President Nixon, 
the man who is almost certain 
to end up in the White House, 
and Assistant President Sherman 
Adams, the man who has hither- 
to run the White House. It in- 
volves the future of our missile 
program, the future of the pres- 
idency, and the future 
United States. 

In the middle is Dwight 
Eisenhower. In the oppo 
wings on Adams’ side are astute 
Jim Hagerty and the White 
House staff; on Nixon's side, 
powerful R®publican leaders in- 
cluding Attorney General Rog- 
ers and to some extent Secre- 
tary of State Dulles, 

No harsh words are being ex- 
changed. Both sides are dis- 
creet and circumspect. Vice 
President Nixon is careful not 
to appear to be trying to step 
into Eisenhower’s shoes, None- 
theless, the battle is very real 
and bitterness crops out in un- 
guarded moments. 

Flere are the details of the 
struggle: . 

Long before Sputnik, Vice 
President Nixon was battling 
backstage to meet the Soviet 
challenge, and to heck with the 
cost. He knew, as did everyone 
else in the Administration de- 
spite the strict secrecy ban on 
information to the* public, that 
the Soviet was forging far ahead 
in missiles, satellites, and almost 
every modern weapon, 


Nixon Blocks Adams 

His opponents were Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey, 
Secretary of Defense Wilson, and 
Adams, It was Humphrey and 
Adams who, two years before, 
after Ike’s heart attack in Den- 
ver, had blocked Nixon’s, quiet 
move to assume more authority. 


‘They let. him preside at Cabinet 


meetings and National Security 
Council meetings, but that was 


Ll, 

Humphrey and Wilson, how- 
ever, have now dropped out of 
the Cabinet. Sherman Adams 
remains—efficient, tight-lipped, 
devoted to Eisenhower, deter- 
mined to block Vice President 
Nixon from assuming too much 
authority, and still anxious to 
balance the budget. 


On the day the President suf- 
fered his minor stroke, Nixon 
and Attorney General Rogers 
moved into the White House. 
Rogers is the able young man 
at whose home Nixon confer- 
red most of the night immedi- 
ately after Ike suffered his heart 
attack, This time they remain- 
ed at the White House all day. 
Nothing was said. There were 
no arguments, or harsh words, 
But. Nixon politely made sure 
that he would be on deck in 
case of serious developments. 

Simultaneously, Secretary 
Dulles lined up on his side by 
sending unofficial word to Paris 
that Nixon would probably sub- 


stitute for Eisenhower at the 
NATO meeting. 

Also simultaneously, Nixon let 
it be known that he, not Adams, 
would preside at the White 
House meeting of congressional! 
leaders if the President was not 
able to attend. |

Senator Styles Bridges of New 
Hampshire, one of the most 


the powerful Republicans on Capi- 


tol Hill, publicly called for 
Nixon to take over as Acting 
President. Bridges is a friend 
of Nixon’s. He is not a friend 
of Adams’s, Both once served 
as governor of New Hampshire, 
both are powers in New Eng- 
land politics, and in Washing- 
ton. But neither likes the 
other, - 

Bridges even sent word to the 
White House that he would stay 
away from the meeting of con- 
gressional leaders unless Nixon, 
not Sherman Adams, presided. 
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Adams 


It was intimated that he also 
spoke for Senator Lyndon John- 
son of Texas and the Democrats. 

Significantly, when the Con- 
gressional leaders met at the 
White House, Sherman Adams 
was not present. Usually he 
sits in the front row, but not 
this time. Fortunately the 
President had recovered suffici- 
ently to preside part of the time. 

Before this, however, and 
while Eisenhower was still in 
his bedroom, Jim Hagerty had 
come Charging back from Paris. 
Hagerty has never cared much 
for Nixon, and it was apparent, 
following his return, that Jim's 
sentiments had not changed.

Toji (winter solstice), Dec. 22, 
is mentioned in the calendar as 
the shortest day but even be- 
fore the adoption of the calen- 
dar, it was regarded an im- 
portant day in the life of the 


people, 

In the ancient days, it was 
believed that a sacred person 
visited the villages on toji. The 
character differed according to 
districts, while in gnany places 
no definite desc®ption was 
given. In Gifu and Aichi pro- 
vinces, it is commonly said that 
it was the day when Priest Kobo 
visited their districts, but of 
course this belief is compara- 
tively new. 


Toji, however, is observed in 
most parts of the country as 
the day to welcome this sacred 

rsonage and pray for good 

arvest and happiness. Novel 
farm products, generally pump- 
kins as they are hard to keep 
until December, are offered. 


The people eat pumpkins to 
insure their good health, and 
put yuzu (a kind of citrus 
fruit) in their bath to protect 
themselves from all illness, 


The sacred person is said to 
be afraid of dogs, and so he 
goes away on the day of inu 
(dog). When he stays long, it 
is believed next year’s crop will 
be poor. So farmers are all 
happy when dog day comes 
soon. This year the stay will 
be only for six days, forecast- 
ing a good harvest next year. 


The toji visitor is said to be 
a very heavy eater, consuming 
a great deal of cereal. Thus it 
is another reason his long stay 
is not welcomed. The shorter 
the stay, the better for the 
farmers. 


All welcome toji because it 
signifies the daylight hours 
will become longer each day, 
and the warm spring season is 
not far away. It is the time 
when fortune turns from nega- 
tive to positive.

TOKYO—The United States is 
ringing Communist China with 
probably the strongest diplo- 
matic lineup it has ever con- 
centrated in one area, 


The diplomats are being call- 
ed the “barrier reef boys”—top- 


drawer envoys stationed in 
Asian capitals that surround 
the mainland, key regions 


where Red Chinese influence 
must be stopped from spreading. 

At the top of the list of career 
professionals are Cherles E. 
(Chip) Bohlen in the Philip- 
pines, Douglas MacArthur II ‘in 
Japan and, expected shortly, U. 
Alexis Johnson in Thailand. 

They are backed by a second 
strong team in South Korea, 
Taiwan and South Vietnam, all 
very nearly as experienced and 
able. If they wore baseball 
pants instead of striped trous- 
ers it would be a “deep bench” 
indeed. 


These are not cookie-pusher 
diplomats ‘nor political § ap- 
pointees such as often are post- 
ed to big European capitals. 
They cannot afford to be. For 
if Asian communism is to be 
contained, it must be done with 
infinite diplomatic skill in the 
countries ringing China, 

The move to concentrate real 
pros in the Far East and South- 
east Asia stated in earnest with 
President Eisenhower's second 
Administration, when Bohlen 
and MacArthur were first dis- 
patched to the area. : 

Now it is to be further streng- 
thened by the addition of John- 
son. in Bangkok and Howard P. 
Jones, who is slated to take up 
the important post in Taipei. 

Within a matter of weeks, the 
ace-high lineup will read like 
this: 

Seoul — Ambassador Walter 
C. Dowling, former deputy high 
commissioner for Germany, an 
exceptionally able career officer, 
has the genuine trust of some- 
times balky President Syngman 
Rhee, is rated tops in his under- 
standing of the Communist 
potential facing South Korea 
across the 38th parallel. 

Tokyo — Ambassador Mac- 
Arthur, nephew of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, commands great res- 
pect in Japan but has one of 
the toughest diplomatic tasks 
anywhere. He believes he is 
making headway convincing 
Japan it must for its own sake 
shoulder a greater share of Free 
World responsibility in Asia. 

Taipei — Jones is currently 
Deputy Assistant Secretary for 
Far Eastern Affairs and will 
soon officially be named to re- 
place Ambassador Kar! Rankin, 
who has been in Taiwan seven 


years. Rankin is highly regard- 


ed in Taiwan but has been criti- 
cized for associating himself 
“too closely” with Nationalist 
views. 

Manila — Ambassador Bohlen, 
former envoy in Moscow. 1s 
one of the most distinguished 
Foreign Service officers of the 
half-century, and although Ad- 
ministration critics claim he iz 
being “wasted” in the Philip- 
pines, Bohlen considers the 
“area problem” a fresh chal- 
lenge that thoroughly absorbs 
his talents. 

Saigon — Ambassador El! 
bridge Dubrow, who was 
Switched recently from Singa- 
pore to South Vietnam, is con- 
sidered to be doing an excellent 
job filling the big gap left b7 
G, Frederick Reinhardt, called 
back to Washington to become 
counselor of the State Depart- 
ment, a post once heid by both 
Bohlen and MacArthur. 

Bangkok -— Johnson, still 
serving as ambassador to Com- 
munist Czechoslovakia, is scher- 
uled to replace Max Waldo 
Bishop in shaky Thailand. 
Johnson has been chief U.S. 
negotiator at continuing talks 
with Communist Chinese dele- 
gates in Geneva.

The ivy league look in men’s 
clothing, featuring the natural 
shoulders, may be a little trying 
for those of us who don’t have 
natural shoulders, 


muster a quorum. On Sept. 17, 
the governor failed in his at 
tempt by amending the Local 
Autonomy Law, to make the 
uncemocratic 17 a quorum.

Third challenge: On Sept. 18, 
the 17 set out to get the mayor 
for violation of the Labor Stand- 
ards Law. But as soon as the 
mayor revealed certain irregula- 
rities in the record of his pre 
decessor, “the entire laboring 
class,..saw clearly who their 
real enemy was, a fierce opposi- 
ti.n movement arose, and the 
Struggle to indict the mayor for 
violation of the Labor Stand- 
ards Law was buried in obscurl- 
ae 

Fourth (and most complicat- 
ed) challenge: On Oct. 31 the 
mayor proclaimed the 1958 bud- 
get by executive act, on the 
grounds that the council was 
unable to take action; the coun- 
cil appealed to the courts. After 
initial reverses, the democratic 
forces won through; the courts 
refused to hear a dispute be- 
tween the executive and legisla- 
tive pranches of the Naha city 
government. (What emerges 
from Senaga’s report on this 
very adequately answered chal- 
lenge is an impression less of 
heroism on his part and villai- 
ny on the part of the unholy 17 
than of timidity in the courts.) 


Fifth (and at time of writing 
still unanswered) challenge: On 
Oct. 12, materials contributed by 
Sohyo for the relief of the be- 
Ihaguered citizens of Naha were 
ufiloaded in Naha harbor. Deli- 
very was promptly prohibited 
by the government of the Ryu- 
kyus. “At this news, the anger 


of the people of Okinawa sound- _ 


ed to the skies.” 


Sixth challenge: What will it 
be? “The response to Challenge 
Number Six from base demo- 
cracy may well bring together 
all the patriotic forces of Japan 
and Okinawa, and make pos- 
sible the mobilization of all anti- 
war forces for peace.” And 
thus the stage is set for Arma- 
geddon. Whatever Senaga’s de- 
fects, he shows signs of genius 
as a pamphileteer. 


The January Sekai gives the 
best view we have had in 
months of another everfascinat- 
ing Japanese, Prof. Shigeto 
Tsuru, Prof. Tsuru’s subject is: 
“Has Capitalism Changed?” 
What he means, of course, is: 
“Has American capitalism 
changed, or is the danger 
of a depression as great as 
ever?” Fighting one’s way 
through the economic jargon 
and the tables, one presently 
becomes aware of a curious fact: 
the real interest of the article is 
less in whether or not American 
capitalism has changed than in 
whether or not Prof. Tsuru has 
changed. 

It is hard to say, since the 
conclusion of the article will 
not appear for another month. 
The burden of this first half is 
that American prosperity § is 
based on waste, and that the 
ideal way to waste is to have 
expensive arms, If, then, arms 
are to be reduced, as seems 
likely to Prof. Tsuru, some way 
must be found to fill the gap 


-—to spend enormously on 
things other than arms. But 
here begin the difficulties: “As 


long as the basic nature of cap- 
italism does not change, the 
explanation for prosperity is 
also the explanation for depres- 
sion.” It would not be impos- 
sible for peaceful spending to 
replace military spending; “but 
the problem is how far the 
American Government can go 
within the framework of cap- 
italism.” Buy the February 
Sekai for an answer. 


Whether this represents a 
new development in Prof. Tsu- 
ru’s thought must be left for 
economists to decide. To the 
layman, it sounds very much 
like the same old Tsuru.
